The power plant installation is very hazardous to the premises 
as the wiring, which no doubt is temporary, is highly unsafe at the 
present time. Also the exhaust stack, which will reach very high 
temperatures while the plant is operating, should be permanently 
piped in. The close proximity of moderately combustible materials 
_should be avoided, 

We have recommended the installation of cartkidge operated 
water extinguishers as they will not damage valuable books and 
documents as will the sulphuric acid in the soda and acid type. The 
fact that irreplaceable books and records are kept in this building 
along with the age of the building and its combustible contents make 
adequate fire protection important to you people and the residents 
of Wayland.

At your request I have made a survey of the Wayland 
Library, and the following are my recommendations; 


The first floor of the library has one 24 gal. soda 
and acid extinguisher near the front door, 
according to the date on the tag is four years overdue for 
recharging. We would recommend the installation of another 
extinguisher of the cartridge operated water type to the 
rear of the first floor. 


The balconies have no provision for fire protection at 
the present time, and the distances required to reach the 
nearest extinguisher would be much too great in case of 
fire. We would recommend the installation of a cartridge 
operated water type extinguisher in each wing of the balcony. 


The basement now has one 2% gal. soda and acid ex- 
tinguisher on which the last date of recharge according to 
the tag was 1941, which makes it fourteen years overdue for 
Also, there 
is a 50 lb. Ansul dry chemical extinguisher which has been 
moved from near the boiler room door to the vower plant. 
This extinguisher should be inspected and hung back near the 
boiler room. We would recommend the moving of the soda and 
acid extinguisher to a more central location in the basement 
and the installation of a 5 lb. dry chemical extinguisher 
for the power plant. 


The emergency lights are non-operable as I believe the 


batteries are exhausted, and as you know, these are required 
by law to be in good working condition.
